not an “ambassador” in the legal 
and diplomatic sense. He was a 
representative of a person accredit- 
ed to a person. General Clark will 
be the representative of a country 
accredited to a country. He will be 
U. S. Ambassador “to the State 
of Vatican City,” which, though 
small in territory and population, 
enjoys the full status of an inde- 
pendent country. In that respect, 
the State of Vatican City is on a 
par with any other independent 
country in the world. His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII is Sovereign of the 
State of Vatican City. 


The White House statement pays 
tribute to Mr. Taylor, saying: 
“During and after the war the Tay- 
lor Mission performed an extreme- 
ly useful service not only in the 
field of diplomacy but in the ameli- 
oration of human suffering. That 
service is set forth in official cor- 
respondence published from time to 
time.” 

Mr. Truman’s nomination of 
General Clark came to the Nation’s 
Capital as a complete surprise. It 
was sent to the United States Sen- 
ate just a few hours before it was 
scheduled to adjourn until early 
next year. 

At the same time, the Depart- 
ment of Defense has asked Con- 
gress for enactment of a law which 
would permit General Clark to re- 
tain his military status while serv- 
ing in his diplomatic post. Similar 
measures were approved when Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith was named 
U. S. Ambassador to Soviet Russia 
and when Gen. Omar Bradley be- 
came Veterans’ Administrator.

Brussels, Belgium —(NC)— Af- 
ter 46 years, with building work 
twice interrupted by world wars, 
the Sacred Heart Basilica in Bel- 
gium’s capital has finally been sol- 
emniy consecrated. When the re- 
maining construction work is com- 
pleted, the edifice will become, ac- 


cording to the architects, the 


fourth-largest Catholic church in 
the world. 


Hundreds of thousands witnessed 
the consecration by His Eminence 
Joseph Cardinal Van Roey, Arch- 
bishop of Malines, lined the road 
leading from the city to the top 
of the Koekelberg where the ba- 
silica stands, and thronged the ed- 
ifice for Mass and Benediction. 


Thousands of priests and relig- 
ious, military and civil authorities, 
religious and civil associations took 
part in a procession carrying the 
relics of five martyrs to the basilica 
where they were enshrined in its 
altars. 


It was in 19038, on the 75th an- 
niversary of Belgium’s indepen- 
dence, that King Leopold II con- 
ceived the project of erecting a 
great basilica in honor of the Sac- 
red Heart. The following year, the 
Belgian Hierarchy approved of this 
monument of gratitude. In 1905 
Pope Pius X, sent a brief of ap- 
proval and the King laid the first 
stone.

In Vatican circles it is expected 
that the canonization of blessed 
Giuseppe Sarto will be one of the 
speediest in the history of the 
church. He died in 1914, saddened 
by the outbreak of the First World 
War, which he had sought to avert.

Los Angeles —(NC)— A first- 
hand account of the mob “trial” 
which led to his ouster from Red 
China was sent to his sister here 


by Bishop William Quinn of Yuki- 
ang, a native of this city. 


The Bishop wrote the account in 
a letter te Mrs. Marguerite Gard- 
ner, after his arrival in Hong 
Kong. He plans to visit Rome be- 
fore returning to the United States 
“sometime in November.” 


“Tried” and ousted with Bisho 
Quinn were the Revs. Thomas J. 
Smith, Yukiang vicar general and 
Vincentian from New Orleans, and 
Robert Kraff, Vincentian from St. 
Joseph, Mo. Bishop Quinn is also 
a Vincentian. 


The Bishop and his priests were 
placed under arrest on September 
17. “The next day about a dozen 
guards took us out for an open-air 
drama where a few thousand peo- 
ple were assembled and placed the 
three of us on the stage,” the 
Bishop wrote. 


“Accusations were made against 
us for three hours while we stood 
at attention. 


“The following afternoon we 
were brought to court again and 
the same characters repeated their 
lines against us, each one con- 
cluding with the sentence he con- 
sidered right, and in most cases it 
was the death penalty. But, of 
course, all their lines were writ- 
ten out for them before by’ the 
guy running the show.” 


The “peoples’ court” judge, “who 
smoked cigarettes throughout the 
entire show,” then imposed these 
sentences: 


For the Bishop one year in jail; 
for Father Smith, two years, and 
for Father Kraff, six months. 


“After we signed copies of the 
sentences, the judge said, that al- 
though we deserved more punish- 
ment than we were giv the 
‘peoples’ court’ was merciful and 
commuted the sentences to expul- 
sion.

IF there be any lesson which all the world should have learned

It is very strange, indeed, that the reflecting person does not 
wonder whether people were not grossly deceived by those whom they 
were taught to regard as “Reformers of Religion,” especially since 
they did not agree among themselves, and were naturally antagonistic. 

Prior to the fifteenth century practically every one who wrote 
history was a Catholic, because all of Europe was Catholic, Therefore 
the historians of the sixteenth century, who were ordered to re- 
write history to justify the Reformation, whether in England, or in 
Germany, or elsewhere, could not find among earlier historians support 
for the charges they made. These earlier historians — practically all 
Catholic — found plenty that was wrong in the human side of the 
Church, but never attacked the Church itself as having drifted away 
from Christ. Henry VIII defended the Church against Luther, and 
Luther, visiting Rome after his first attacks, returned home and 
defended the Church. Greater Protestant scholars than were any of 
the Reformers have made thorough investigation and research of their 
own, and have embraced the Catholic Church precisely because it is 
substantially the same today as it was in the first centuries of the 
Christian era. 

The written Diary kept by the Church during the first seven or 
eight centuries contained all the proofs they needed. In fact, officially 
the Lutheran Church and the Anglican Church accept the General 
Councils held during those centuries over which the Pope or his legate 
always presided, and at which the prevalent belief of the Church was 
defined against errors which were noticed by the Councils. Through 
them one can easily determine what was the belief and practice of 
Christians in the early centuries. : 

_ Our plan throughout these instructions will be to let Christ Him- 
self, or through one of His Apostles or Evangelists, answer the 
“Objector,” and then to back the teaching by quoting from the Greek 
and Latin Fathers and Doctors of the Church of the first five cen- 
turies — when, according to Protestants, the Church lived her Golden 
Era, and saw Primitive Christianity in action.

“Other branches of learning, 
then, we have endeavored with 
God’s assistance—and not without 
good results—to advance by fre- 
quent letters and exhortations, see- 
ing that they contribute vastly to 
promote the divine glory, and 
man’s salvation. But this most ex- 
alted study of the Sacred Writ- 
ings we have long since resolved 
to recommend and stimulate, and 
to point out the method of pursu- 
ing it conformably to the require- 
ments of the age. For we are 
impelled, and almost constrained, 
in the anxious discharge of our 
Apostolic office, not only to wish 
to see this noble fountain of Cath- 
olic revelation more securely and 
more profitably opened up for the 
use of our Lord’s flock, but, more- 
over, not to permit the Holy Scrip- 
tures to be treated with disrespect, 
whether by impious and avowed 
assailants, or by misleading and 
misguided innovators. 

“We are not unaware, Venerable 
Brothers, that no inconsiderable 
number of Catholic scholars, men 
rare ability and learning, de- 
vote themselves with zeal either 
to the defense of the Inspired

The Advent Wreath 


As a means of preparing for Christmas, every school and] 


home should have an Advent Wreath. The Wreath is most 
easily constructed by crossing two boards (1x2) at right 


angles and then boring holes 


into the extremities of these 


boards, into which the four candles are to be inserted. Around 


this frame build a circular or 


nearly circular support, either 


of pliable wood or of stiff wire—?— 


a metal barrel hoop works fine 
too — and wrap the pine or cedar 
branches and even holly around 
this. The Wreath is preferably sus- 
pended from the ceiling by means 
of four purple ribbons. 


On Saturday evening before the 
first Sunday of Advent, the whole 
family should gather around the 
wreath for the blessing of the 
wreath by the father. The follow- 
ing formula can be used. 


Father: Our help is in the name 


of the Lord. 
All: Who hath made heaven and 
earth. 


Father: Let Us Pray. O God, by 
whose word all things are sancti- 
fied, pour forth Thy blessing upon 
this wreath, and grant that we who 
use it may prepare our hearts for 
the coming of Christ and may re- 
eeive from Thee abundant graces. 
Through Christ our Lord. 

All: Amen. 

Sprinkle the wreath with holy 
water. 

The prayer follows which is said 
the first week. Then the candle is 


hghted. 
First Week 

Father: O Lord, stir up Thy 
might, we beg Thee, and come, 
that by Thy protection we may de- 
serve to be rescued from the 
threatening dangers of our*sins 
and saved by Thy § deliverance. 
Through Christ our Lord. 

All: Amen. 

One candle is lighted by the 
youngest child and left burning 
during the evening meal. 

Second Week 

Father: O Lord, stir up our 
hearts that we may prepare for 
Thy only begotten Son, that 
through His coming we may be 
made worthy to serve Thee with 
pee minds. Through Christ our 

rd. 

All: Amen. 

Two candles are lighted by the 
oldest child and allowed to burn as 


before. 
Third Week 

Father: O Lord, we beg Thee, 
incline Thy ear to our prayers and 
enlighten the darkness of our 
minds by the grace of Thy visit- 
ation. Through Christ our Lord. 

All: Amen. 

Three candles are lighted by the 
mother during this week. 

Fourth Week 

Father: O Lord, stir Thy power, 
we pray Thee, and come; and with 
great might help us, that with the 
help of Thy grace, Thy merciful 
forgiveness may hasten what our 
sins impede. Through Christ our 
Lord. 

All: Amen. 

All four candles are lighted by 
the father and allowed to burn as 
before.

FoR more than thirty years “The 

Externals of the Catholic 
Church” has proved itself a unique 
aid to an understanding and appre- 
ciation of the visible manifesta- 
tions of the Faith. As such, it has 
been utilized on all sides for con- 
vert work, for class instruction, for 
handy reference, Here at St. Ed- 
ward’s Seminary, for example, a 
compact compendium of it known 
as “The Visible Church” has long 
been a basic text in the High 
School Department. 


_ But the publishers were right 
In maintaining that if it were to 
continue to fulfill the hopes of the 
author and the needs of its read- 
ers it would require thorough re- 
vision. There have been many 
changes in the last 30 years—none 
of them doctrinal, of course, but 
many of them important in just 
that area so well covered by Msgr. 
Sullivan’s original work, 


Certainly a significant change is 
that in the attitude of the laity. 
Recent Pontiffs have made re- 
peated pleas for fuller cooperation 
and more active participation in 


the apostolic life of the Church, 
pleas which to date have met with 
a rather gratifying response, and 
which are full of promise for the 
future. It would appear that the 
laity will not lack the vigor of life 
if only it gets the benefit of en- 
lightenment. 


This new edition seeks above all 
to provide enlightenment: to ac- 
quaint the laity with the nature 
of the call made upon it by our 
Popes; to make accessible the 
sources of grace at hand; to foster 
and favor that understanding with- 
out which Faith, a rational assent, 
withers and dies. It finds a sure 
guide particularly in such encycli- 
eals as “Mediator Dei” and “Mys- 
tici Corporis,” to mention but two 
pronouncements of paramount im- 
portance for our times. 


The differences then are not only 
material but formal; they evidence 
particularly a more positive ap- 
proach towards the living a full 
Catholic life. Catholic readers will 
welcome this new edition because 
they have cherished the old; be- 
cause Father O’Leary, its editor, 
has preserved what in the old was 
of the essence; because Msgr. Sul- 
livan’s work has simply been re- 
stored to its original value. 

We see no reason why this vol- 
ume should not be found in every 
Catholic home. Its presence there 
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might serve precisely as a guage 
and guarantee of Catholicity,

Who Are Protesters? 


Who are those who protest 
most in the name of Protest- 
ants? They are those who do not 
represent Protestants at large, 
but only an aggressive, organ- 
ized minority. Among them are 
Glenn L. Archer, Executive Sec- 
retary of “Protestants and Other 
Americans United” (POAU), 
Another is Dr. J. M. Dawson, 
who, according to the papers, is 
Executive Secretary of the Bap- 
tist Public Affairs Committee, 
but he is also Recording Secre- 
tary of the POAU. He was a for- 
mer editor of the Baptist Stand- 
ard in Dallas, Texas. 


The Rev. Luther C. Peak, pastor 
of the Central Baptist Church, Dal- 
las, where the Standard is pub- 
lished, called the POAU (January 
16, 1948) a movement “dragging 
the red herring across the trail,” 
and an effort “to raise a pseudo 
issue of the Union of Church and 
State in order to throw the Amer- 
ican people off the track in their 
thinking as to the menace of Rus- 
sia and of Communism, to the 
peace of the world.” He holds that 
“Communistic philosophy has long 
been infiltrating American Prot- 
estantism,” and claims that “it has 
been taught, and is now being 
taught in the Sunday School liter- 
ature and study courses of the 
churches.” He says of the POAU 
“their organization is for propa- 
ganda purposes and is highly de- 
ceptive.” |

Protestant countries would do well 
to cooperate with the Pope, leader 
of more Christians, by at least 
100,000,000, than there are Prot- 
estants of all religions taken to- 
gether, 

As far back as 150 years ago Mr. 
Pitt, celebrated English minister, 
wrote: “We must find a new bond 
to unite us all, The Pope alone can 
form that bond.” 

Voltaire wrote: “The interests 
of the human race require that 
there be a curb which will restrain 
sovereigns and protect the life of 
nations; this curb of religion might 
by universal consent have been 
placed in the hands of the Popes.” 

Leibnitz believed that “the 
civilized world should institute at 
Rome a tribunal of arbitration pre- 
sided over by the Pope, which 
should take cognizance of the dif- 
ferences between Christian prin- 
ces,”

The Vatican had dealt with all 
the people of Europe, including all 
the countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, and Russia for many centur- 
ies. Its archives contain a diary 
extending over many centuries, by 
which one is enabled to grasp the 
mentality of these people, to in- 
praret, present activities by their 
backgrounds. 


Usually prejudice and hatred, 
which grow out of jealousy, boom- 
erang against those who harbor 
and propagate the same. For in- 
stance, in France in the year 1905 
a drive against the Church, led by 
atheists who deceived the people 
by remaining in the background 
and working through the press, 
succeeded, but it was not long 
until the French people became 
wise and realized that they were 
victimized by an organized r- 
ity.

today by the POAU. But the re- 
action has all been in the Church’s 
favor. Portugal is one of the most 
Catholic countries today, although 
it lacks clergy and members of 
Religious Orders, because the 
seminaries were closed as a result 
of that movement. The Church has 
become far stronger in Belgium, 
and the same, we are certain, 
would hold true of Austria if it 
had not been for the interior dis- 
orders created by the Communists. 
Charity would prevent our say- 
ing an unkind word about any of 
these men who are leading move- 
ments against the Catholic Church 
in the United States if we did not 
feel that silence would be a 
greater evil. We actually believe 
that we owe it to the American 
people to “undeceive” them, let 
them know that the ones who pre- 
tend to be great patriots in this 
nation have, for the most part, had 
very Pink records, and have even 
fraternized with those who were 
invited by Tito to visit him in Yu- 
goslavia, and by Stalin to pay a 
visit to Russia. These men were 
invited only because it was known 
that they were friendly to Com- 
munism. 

The same can be said of those 
against the 
Blanshard, 
for instance, was rather a rabid 
Socialist over a long period of 
time. We emphasize the word 
“rabid” because Socialism was not

The reason is this: All 
opposition to the Catholic Church 
in Latin countries, such as Mexico, 
Central America, and even cer- 
tain countries of South America, 
on this hemisphere; and in France 
and Italy in Europe, was pro- 
moted by minority organizations 
bent on destroying religion alto- 


gether. That minority, those in- 
fluenced by it, became ma- 
terial for Communism. Evidently 


in countries, where 95% of the 


Catholic, such organized move- 
ments attack only the Catholic 
religion. 

Any one familiar with the his- 
tory of France knows ta. * it had 
an anti-Christian governmen. for 
nine years before World War I. 
Every one who knows the history 
of Italy knows that it had for 


the Grand Orient, an atheistic 
branch of Freemasonry; and that 
both the French and the Italian 
governments brought anti-clerical- 
ism and irreligion into the very 
textbooks used in public schools. 
_These governments and the 
citizenry which followed them were 
favorably disposed towards the 
teaching of Communism. Moreover 
both of these countries were badly 
overrun during both wars and left 
impoverished at their conclusion— 
a condition which is favorable to 
the spread of Communism. 
But how about Catholic Ireland?

HEARD this story the other day.

But it’s nice to know that Jesus 
did have a family. After all, He 
was Man as well as God—He had 
relatives, too. Two: of those rela- 
tives are remembered by the 
Church this week, on November 
5th; Elizabeth and Zachary. They 
have an interesting story, and we 
can almost wish the writers of the 
Bible had had time to go into 
greater detail. 

Since our renewed interest in 
the Rosary during October, we 
all know that Mary went to Eliza- 
beth—the episode is recalled in the 
Visitation, the Second Joyful 
Mystery. Most of us think of 
Elizabeth as Mary’s cousin, which 
is probably the truth. I say “prob- 
ably” because we are not abso- 
lutely sure. 


Saint Luke called Elizabeth only 
a “kinswoman” of Mary; he did 
not make their relationship exactly 
clear. Saint Hippolytus wrote that 
the mothers of Mary and Eliza- 
beth—Saint Ann and Sobe—were 
sisters, but modern historians are 
not sure of the facts, 

Elizabeth’s husband, Zachary, 
was a priest, going about his 
duties of burning incense and 
praying in the temple. Both hus- 
band and wife were well along ity 
years, and it had been a disap- 
pointment to them that they had 
no children. Saint Luke, right at 
the outset of his Gospel, makes a 
remarkable statement about Eliza- 
beth and Zachary. “Both were just 
before God,” he says, “walking 
blamelessly in all the command- 
ments and ordinances of the Lord.” 
Perhaps it was not so strange that 
remarkable things began to hap- 
pen to them. 


First, an angel came to Zachary 
and told him his wife would have 
a son, even though they both were 
so old. Zachary doubted the angel, 
and suffered the loss of his speech.

‘The Thirteenth’ 


ated religious will tell you that 
the books read to them during 
meals in the refectory slide rather 
smoothly over the surface of their 
minds. The ancient monastic rule, 
originated in days when books 
were more expensive than farms 
and almost as rare as elephants 
in Paris, still sees to it that as the 
religious nourishes his body with 
food, he is given the chance simul- 
taneously to nourish his mind and 
soul with books. Yet most of us 
fiind it hard to do two things at 
once; so if the food is good, the 
book has to be very good indeed; 
and if the food is not good, the in- 
voluntary irritation keeps one from 
noticing that the book is good. 


Yet when I was a very young 
Jesuit, Doctor James J. Walsh’s 
famous book, “The Thirteenth, 
Greatest of Centuries” was read 
during dinner and made an im- 
pression upon me that I have never 
forgotten. 


It was a great book. 
Like all young men, I was in- 


it. Indeed, in strident protest 
against the book, I persuaded some 
of my young fellow Jesuits to de- 
bate this question: “Resolved: 
That the Twentieth Century is 
Greater than. the Thirteenth.” 
Those were the days before either 
World War, or the Depression, or 
the coming of Communism and In- 
flation. At that, I took the af- 
firmative, stuck to the religious 
aspects of the Twentieth Century, 
and won my side. I proudly set 
myself to prove that we lived in 
the greatest century, and made the 
judges come my way. . 

~T am less likely to want to de- 
bate any question these days. I 
refer discussion to debating. | 
ike conversation rather than con- 
troversy. Yet I pause to pay tri- 
bute to the great Doctor Walsh 
and a book which had and con- 
tinues to have a profound impres- 
sion upon modern thinking. 

I have heard “The Thirteenth, 
Greatest of Centuries,” sneered at 
on the ground that it is merely a 
compilation. That could be said of 
the Dictionary or the Bncyclopedia. 
Even so, the charge is not true. 
For Dr. Walsh dared a significant 
thesis.

and who laughed at medieval days 
as superstitious, ignorant, and 
running with blood, the learned 
Doctor set himself to catalogue 
the achievements of the 1200’s, to 
call attention to the fact that they 
knew peace as no other age has 
ever known peace, and that out of 
them came the magnificent achieve- 
ments of the cathedrals, the mon- 
asteries, the universities, the rise 
of the great religious orders, an 
awakening of the spirit that bloss- 
omed in some of the greatest po- 
etry and prose of all time, and the 
world’s most sublime philosophy. 

It is more than likely that the 
book is these days rarely read. Yet 
I have made a point of glancing 
at Catholic libraries to see if it 
retains its place on the shelves. 
I am happy to report that it does. 
I ean further report that it tends to 
be dog-eared, to show signs of fre- 
quent reference, and to bear an 
honored place among the reference 
books there. 


Certainly, the book and its thesis 
have never been forgotten by Cath- 
olics who know anything beyond 
their catechism. 


It was a great thing for a schol- 
ar to cry out in an emphatic shout 
that the Nineteenth Century, so 
proud of its mechanical genius, 
had been topped by a Century out 
of the heart of the Middle Ages. 
And it was a greater thing to see 
the powerful debater shore up his 
thesis with pictures and statistics, 
with names and dates and numbers. 
I have wondered at times how far 
the rebirth of the “Summa”—a 
Thirteenth Century product—was 
helped along by this book. 
Certainly because of Doctor 
Walsh, who loved his Dante, the 
“Divine Comedy” got fresh notice 
and fresh appreciation. 

The insistencé of Doctor Walsh 
on the glory of Gothic architecture 
had a powerful effect upon our 
churches; so much so that many a 
priest today starting to plan his 
parish church thinks as instinctive- 
ly of Gothic as he thinks of an al- 
tar and a baptismal font. Church 
architecture is divided into Gothic 
and other kinds. The other kinds 
turn out to be less than half of 
all churches. 

It was Doctor Walsh who re- 
minded us that out of the 
Thirteenth Century came the man 
most like the Savior, St. Francis, 
and two of the great Religious Or- 
ders, the Dominicans and the Fran- 
ciscans. He marked the Century 
as the turning point in modern 
medicine and hospitalization. While 
the bigot thought of the Middle 
Ages as settled deep in the fog 
and bog of ignorance, Doctor 
Walsh took his readers to the 

eat medieval universities where 

ve thousand students sometimes 


crowded in to hear the classes of 


a single great and popular pro- 
fessor. 

J. Pierpoint Morgan was to 
spend his lifetime collecting the 
tapestries and vestments and 
brasses and silverwork about which 
Doctor Walsh wrote with artistic 
enthusiasm. When today we use 
our modern languages, we are us- 
ing instruments which Doctor 
Walsh reminded us were forged 
during that miraculous century. 


It is years since I read the book 
in its entirety, Someday soon I may 
g0 back to see how it reads today, 

ut I feel that any young person 
will do well to take it from its 
resting place on the library shelves, 
page through it rapidly, and get 
the glow that filled the author as 
he wrote it and the reader when he 
first stumbles upon it. 


I am not sure whether I should 
have personally. preferred to be 
born in the Thirteenth Century. 
For I have always proudly con- 
fessed that I am a child of my age 
and I like our Twentith Century, 
despite its gigantic faults and col- 
losal shortcomings. Yet when Doc- 
tor Walsh took up the defense of 
the Thirteenth, he made the read- 
ing world aware there was great- 
ness in the past and that Catholic 
days were glorious. 


The impact. of that book still re- 
mains strong upon our thinking,

Letter From Alma 


[ er week we began the aets of the Apostles which shows the early 
Church in action. Today we will look at the early Church in 
America. The view comes to us ree the life of Mother Philippine 


Duchesne, Religious of the 


Heart, who came from France in 


1818, and in St. Charles, Missouri, founded the first Convent of the 


Sacred Heart in America. 


This was only 133 years ago, but? 


remember what pioneer country 
Missouri was at that time. In the 
whole United States there were 
only three dioceses: Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia, and they 
had begun less than ten years be- 


fore. 

Until 1818 Mother Duchesne had 
never been out of France, but all 
through her life as a religious she 
had been a missionary at heart 
and yearned to work among the 
Indians in America. It took a great 
deal of persistence, didn’t it, to 
stay mission-minded during these 
81 years in the convent? She used 
to tell stories of the missions, she 

ainted pictures of St. Francis 
Ravier on the convent walls, and 
on the feast days of Apostles, she 
would write to her Mother Super- 
jor asking whether she could now 
o to the Missions in America, 

Many things kept her from go- 
ing: one was the French revolu- 
tion which closed her convent. So 
that Mother Duchesne was 49 years 
old when she first sailed up the 
Mississippi River from New Or- 
leans, arriving 41 days later in St. 
Louis. With the help of Bishop 
Dubourg, who had walked from 
Baltimore to St. Louis, Mother 
Duchesne and her companions 
bravely begar a school in the town 


of St. Charles which had 500 fam- 
ilies. 


This sketchy introduction to the 
life of Mother Philippine Duchesne 
shows us, among other things, 
what persistence _can do. Some 
weeks ago we wrote how we can 
often see one particular virtue, like 
a golden thread, shining through 
the lives of those who serve God 
well. In the life of Mother Duch- 
esne, it was steadfastness.

cy Pentecost Sunday the people

If you both had a German friend 
and he turned up now and said: 
“That’s nothing — the same man

his life in Berlin!” Then, I think, 
you would have some idea how 
startled the people in Jerusalem 
were on that first Pentecost Sun- 
day. 

It was a good way for God to 
have thought of to make people 
listen, wasn’t it? And it worked 
wonderfully well, for no less than 
3,000 people came to believe in Our 
Lord that day, and to want to

Of course, there were the usual 
people in the crowd who were 
much too clever to have any sense 
at all, so they said: “What non- 
sense — take no notice of them, 
my dear, they are drunk!” St. 
Peter had a very sensible answer

o’clock in the morning! Whoever 


heard of people being drunk at that 
hour!” And he went on to tell 
them what was really happening, 
and that Jesus, whom they had 
crucified was indeed God, and they 
ought to have believed in Him in- 
stead of killing Him.

In this Encyclical “Letter the 
Holy Father urges a well-trained 
Catholic talent “to do better for 
the faith in this field.” In other 
words, he would like to have the 
laity become quite familiar with’ 
the Bible, and with the interpreta- 
tion which the early Fathers and 
Doctors of the Church gave to 
passages relating to doctrine and 
practice. 

Protestants have, in every fairly 
large city, “Bible Institutes,” and, 
of course, they conduct Bible class- 
es for both adults and children. 
They replace Catechisms which 
were formerly in use in the Meth- 
odist, Presbyterian and other 
churches. But the things which are 


in the Bible are ignored, or their 
‘poo meaning rejected. This has 
een done chiefly because there 
are some very important religious 
practices ordered by Christ Him- 
self which Protestants could not 
have because their clergy lack the 
commission which only those in our 
day could have, who are legitimate 
successors of the Apostles, to 
whom alone the original commis- 
sion was given. 


Who Should Interpret? 


The Pope reminds those who be- 
lieve in “private interpretation” 
that just as the Holy Ghost is the 
author of the works contained in 
the Canon of the Old and New 
Testament, so the light of the Holy 
Spirit is needed to interpret it in- 
fallibly in all that pertains to faith 
and morals. But the Holy Spirit 
could not enlighten different people 
differently. 


Modern Protestants, who do not 
claim infallibility either for their 
church or for themselves, seem to 
be more cocksure of their beliefs 
and interpretations of Holy Scrip- 
ture than the Church, which was 
in sole possession of the Bible for 
fifteen centuries throughout the 
entire Christian world. 

It is true that the Orthodox 
Churches separated from Rome by 
Schism, but they continued to in- 
terpret Holy Scripture as it had 
been interpreted by the. early 
Greek and Latin Fathers and Doc- 
tors of the Church and, of course, 


Sacraments. 

The Holy Father makes the 
point that it is the “interpretation” 
of the Sacred Scriptures which 
matters. If #hey are  misinter- 
preted, then they are not the word 
of God; and those who accept the 
wrong interpretation are led into 
error, an effect which Almighty 
God certainly never intended the 
Bible to have. Even St. Augustine, 
in the fifth century, taught that 
what the whole Christian commun- 
ity ‘believed and practiced from 
the beginning, as recorded in the 
decrees of General Councils and in 
the writings of those who were in 
communion with Rome, must be 
right, because the Church as such, 
directed by the Holy Spirit, could 
not teach error.

Papini observed: “I was induced 
to take up the gospels once more 
after having reread Tolstoy and 
Dostojevsky. In 1917-18, I stud- 
ied the histories of all the races 
of the earth and became convinced 
that the sole solution of the evils 
in the world is the transformation 
of human souls, and that this can- 
not be brought about except by 
means -of religion, and that the 
most perfect and suitable is that 
taught by Christ. 


“In 1919 I began upon a sudden 
to write my book (The Life of 
Christ) and in writing. it I became 
more persuaded than ever of the 
truth of the gospels and of the 
divinity of Christ. In 1920 Christ 
led me into the Church.” 


Later Papini wrote the life of 
St. Augustine, half of whose years 
were spent much like those of his 
own. He became particularly en- 
amoured of St. Francis of Assisi 
and, in imitation of him, he went 
to the mountain to pray. In fact he 
embraced the Catholic Faith on 
Mount Alverno, where St. Fran- 
cis Himself lived and prayed in 
solitude, Most of his literary 
work has been done on that moun- 
tain. He has continued his writ- 
ings and has, to date, written more 
than thirty books. His “Life of 
Christ” has been translated into a 
dozen languages and has become 
very popular. 


Papini is now 70 years old. He 
is a self educated man. Beginning 
in 1903, long before his conversion, 
he edited a magazine and followed 
journalism for a number of years. 
Recently he answered this question 
addressed to him: “What is wrong 
with the world?” His response was: 
“The world has honored the wrong 
things: quantity instead of quality, 
matter instead of spirit, the outer 
instead of the inner, selfishness 
instead of love, wealth instead of 
poverty, pride in knowledge in- 
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stead of character and holiness.” 

We have reminded you that the 
Catholic Church, when investigat- 
ed without prejudice, draws the 
intellectual to it, and particularly 
the one who studies history that is 
truly history, and not “his story.” 

In the early centuries there nev- 
er existed a Christian form of re- 
ligion like any form of Protestant- 
ism today; yet most non-Catholic 
religions today maintain that theirs 
is more like the original Christian- 
ity of the early centuries than 
Catholicism. They could not ar- 
rive at any such conclusion if they 
knew history. Works on history, 
for 400 years, according to the best 
historians, especially in English 
and German, are a “conspiracy 
against the truth.” They were 
written on orders from the civil au- 
thorities to justify the National 
religions which every parent Or- 
thodox or Protestant religion be- 
came.

Candidate Pledges 
Religious Freedom 
For All Mexicans 


Mexico City —(NC)— In his ac- 
ceptance of the candidacy for Pres- 
ident of Mexico for the period 
1952-1958, Dr. Adolfo Ruiz Cor- 
tinez promised absolute freedom in 
religious matters and insisted that 
Mexicans must preserve the free- 
doms of press, epinion and beliefs. 
He is the candidate of the Institu- 
tional 
present in power. The election 
takes place next July. 


In speaking of the religious 
question, however, Dr. Ruiz Cor- 
tinez did not mention amendments 
to the Constitution affecting the 
rights of the Church, particularly 
as regards education, as demanded 
by Mexican Catholics. 


In Durango, Archbishop Jose 
Maria Gonzalez Valencia of that 
archdiocese, in a pastoral against 
secularization, asked Catholics to 
continue petitioning for amend- 
ment of Article 8 of the Constitu- 
tion, which establishes a govern- 
ment monopoly of education. 


Such an amendment, the prelate 
said, should provide freedom of 
education so that students may not 
be forced to attend public schools.

Notre Dame — The University 
of Notre Dame debate team will be 
pitted against one of the world’s 
outstanding collegiate debating un- 
its on November 15 when Coach 
Leonard Sommer’s “Arguing Irish” 
will play host to the crack debating 
unit from Oxford University, En- 
gland. 

Question to be argued in the in- 
ternational debate is “Whether or 
Not We Should Outlaw Commun- 
ism.” The Oxford University team 
which will oppose Notre Dame in 
the public debate to be held in 
Washington Hall at Notre Dame 
currently is touring the United 
States staging a series of debates 
with college and university debat- 
ing teams throughout the nation.
